Williams, formerly editor of the Cen¬ 
tral Baptist, of St. Louis, died of a 
complication of diseases at 5:10 o'clock 
this morning at the home of her son-in- 
law, the Rev. William J. McGlothin, 
professor at the Southern Baptist Theo¬ 
logical Semi nan-. 1987 First street. 
She had been ill several weeks. She 
suffered a decided change for the worse 
at 1 o’clock this morning and sank 
peacefully to the Mid. 

Mrs. Williams was bom at Charles¬ 
ton, S. C., July 9, 1845, and was form- i 
erly Miss Mary M. Silcox. The follow-1 
ing children survive: Mrs. William J. j 
McGlothin and Miss BessieO. Williams, 
of Louisville; Mrs. Andrew Johnson 
and Mrs. John T. Long, of St. Louis; 
Mrs. Everett Gill, of Rome, Italy, and 
the Rev. W. H. Williams, of Spring- 
field. Ky. 

Since the death of her husband Mrs. 
Williams has conducted the Family De- j 
partment of the Central Baptist. She 
came to Louisville three years ago to 1 
make her home with her daughter, 
Mrs. William J. McGlothin. She was 
a member of the McFerran Baptist j 
church, , and was an active worker in 
the charity and school organizations of 
the church. Her death will be a source 
-of sorrow to a wide circle.

Commander-in-chief of Grand 
Army of Republic Expires 
in Boise, Ida. 

He SUCCUMBED TO NEPHRITIS. 

I The Body Will Be Embalmed and 
Taken to the Home of the 
Family at Boston. 


The General Arrived at Boice July 10 

on a Tour of Visits To Grand 
Army Posts Through the 
Northwest. 

Boise. Ida., July 17.—Gen. W. W. 
Blaekmar. commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, died here 
of nephritis. 

His wife was with him during his 
illness. The body will be embalmed 
and taken to the home of the family 
at Boston. The general arrived on 
July 1<» on a tour during which he In¬ 
tended to visit Grand Army posts 
through the northwest. He was III 
when he arrived and gradually failed. 
The seriousness of his condition was 
kept from the public at the request of 
his wife. 

Gen. Blaekmar w«r born July 25. 
1841. at Bristol. Pa. He enlisted In 
the 15th Pennsylvania cavalry and sub¬ 
sequently Joined the First West Vir¬ 
ginia. He served with distinction 
through the war and at Five Forks 
was promoted on the field by Gen. 
Custer to the rank of captain. 
Throughout three administrations, 
those of Govs. Long. Talbott and Rice, 
he was judge advocate general of Mas¬ 
sachusetts. At the last national en¬ 
campment of the G. A. R. he was elect¬ 
ed commander-in-chief. 

* His Successor. 

Boston. July 17.—Except to twt> or 
three officials of the Grand Army the 
pews of the death of Gen. Black- 
mar was received with great sur¬ 
prise in this city. The home of Gen. 
B'acktnar was in this city and since 
his elevation to the position of com¬ 
mander-in-chief. the headquarters of 
the organization has been here. Gen. 
Blaekmar Is succeeded by John R. 
King, of Washington, senior vice com¬ 
mander. 

Two weeks ago the commander-in- 
chief broke down and was ordered to 
his bed in his summer home at Hing- 
ham by his physicians. At the tim» 
his indisposition, however, was regard¬ 
ed as slight. On July 6 Gen. Black- 
mar's condition had apparently im¬ 
proved. and It was decided to permit 
him to continue his visits to western 
departments, which he had begun ear¬ 
ly in the year. 

Assistant Adjt. Gen. E. B. Sti'ling*. 
commander nf Kinsley Post 113. of 
this city, of which Gen. Blaekmar was 
a member, will leave Boston for the 
west. He will assist Mrs. Blaekmar 
in arranging for the funeral, which 
probably will be held in this city. 

A Brave Soldier. 

Hinghani. Mass.. July 17.—The news 
of the death of Gen Blaekmar was en¬ 
tirely unexpected by the residents of 
Hinghani. where Gen. Blaekmar lived 
during the summer months. 

Former Secretary of the Navy John 
Ijong said: 

"I am pained beyond expression to 
learn of the untimely death of Gen. 
B’arkmar. The town of Hingham has 
lost a faithful and conscientious citizen 
and the Grand Army of the Republic 
has sustained an irreparable loss In 
the death of one of the many brave 
soldiers who fought for the union.'*
